Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5, 7-9, 11-14, 16, 18, and 19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited references have failed to teach, "a ring attached to the body end 
preventing the movable part from losing contact with the body, and a seal placed 

in the ring the ring forming maintenance means of the trackball, the 

maintenance means comprising means for gaining access to the maintenance 
means from outside the cover, in that the means for gaining access to the 
maintenance means comprises a window removably attached to the cover so as 
to gain access to the maintenance means by removing the window and without 
removing the trackball from the cover" in combination with other limitations of claim 1 .
